One of the outstanding features in 
Canada’s development and one which 
has much to do with the progress ot 
other lines of industry is that of rail- 
ways.

The Ro- 
mans burned petroleum; it was known 
to be valuable to early civilization in 
Japan and China. Marco Polo, one of 
the world’s first great travelers and 
authors, mentions the various “oil 
springs” he.saw on his travels through 
the Orient during the 13th century.
